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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  AURORA  COLLEGE 
As  Amended  to  September  1,  1916 


ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION 
Article  I. 

NAME 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  Aurora  College. 

Article  II. 

OBJECT 

The  object  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  maintainance  of  a 
College  and  Bible  Training  School. 

Article  III. 

MANAGEMENT 

The  management  of  Aurora  College  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Board  of  five  Directors,  who  are  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three 
\  cars. 

BY-LAWS  AND  AMENDMENTS 

Article  I. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  of  this  organization  shall  consist  of  dele- 
gates duly  elected  by  Advent  Christian  Conferences  in  the  states 
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of  Ohio.  Wcs1  Virginia  and  all  states  west  of  these  and  north  of 
the  Ohio  river  and  west  of  the  Mississippi  river  as  far  wcsl  as 
the  western  boundaries  of  New  Mexico,  Colorado,  Wyoming  and 
Monlana  ;  it  shall  also  include  the  ( !onference  of  colored  churches 
in  Western  Tennessee,  Northern  Mississippi  and  Western  Ar- 
kansas. 

Article  11. 

DELEGATES 

See.  1.  Each  conference,  as  in  Article  1,  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  delegate  for  each  three  hundred  church  members  or  major 
fractional  part  thereof  belonging  thereto ;  provided,  however,  thai 
each  conference  shall  he  entitled  to  one  delgate.  Kach  delegate 
shall  he  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  12.  No  delegate  shall  represent  more  than  one  conference 
at  a  time. 

Article  III. 

ASSEMBLY. 

Sec.  1.  The  delegate  body  of  Aurora  College  shall  convene 
annually  in  connection  with  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Western 
Advent  Christian  Publication  Association. 

Sec.  '2.  The  call  for  the  annual  meeting  shall  he  made  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  at  least  four  weeks  before  the  date  fixed 
for  such  meeting. 

Sec.  3.    Special  meetings  shall  be  called  whenever  necessary 

by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary,  or  in  case  of  their  failure  or 
refusal  to  do  so.  such  meeting  may  be  called  by  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Article  IV. 

OFFICKKK 

Sec.  1.  The  officers  of  Aurora  College  shall  be  a  Chairman, 
Vice  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  and  five  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  ev- 
officio  members  of  the  delegate  body  and  in  all  meetings  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  each. 

Article  V. 

ELECTIONS 

Sec.  1.  The  Chairman,  Vice  Chairman,  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer shall  be  elected  to  their  respective  offices  annually.  The 
term  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  three  years,  a  portion  of 
the  Board  being  elected  each  year:  the  number  of  Directors  to  be 
chosen  each  year  being  determined  by  the  number  whose  term  of 
office  expires. 
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Sec.  2.  All  officers,  directors,  boards  and  standing  commit- 
tees shall  meet  and  organize  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the 
several  offices  to  which  they  are  elected,  immediatly  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  annual  session  of  the  delegate  body,  and  their 
predecessors  in  office  shall  deliver  to  them  all  books,  papers,  files, 
seals,  and  other  equipment  belonging  to  them  in  particular.  In 
ease  of  removal  from  office,  the  newly  appointed  or  elected  officer 
shall  enter  at  once  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  director, 
officer,  or  member  of  a  committee  before  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  office,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  appoint  a  person  to 
fill  the  vacancy  until  a  successor  is  elected.

Article  VII. 

DUTIES  OF  CHAIRMAN 

The  chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  delegate 
body.  He  shall  co-operate  with  the  Secretary  in  calling  meetings, 
sign  all  legal  documents  properly  authorized  requiring  signature, 
and  perform  all  usual  duties  belonging  to  a  presiding  officer.  In 
case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Chairman,  the  Vice  Chair- 
man shall  preside  and  perform  all  duties  pertaining  to  the  Chair- 
man \s  office. 
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Article  VIII. 

DUTIES  OF  SECRETARY 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep,  in  hooks,  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  a  correct  record  of  all  meetings  of  the 
delegate  body;  to  co-operate  with  the  Chairman  in  calling  meet- 
ings of  the  delegates,  to  keep  in  charge  and  care  for  all  records, 
reports,  papers  of  record,  etc.,  belonging  to  Aurora  College;  to 
attend  to  all  correspondence  and  the  proper  filing  of  the  same;  to 
have  charge  of  the  college  seal  ;  and  to  perform  all  duties  that 
usually  devolve  upon  such  an  officer. 

Article  IX. 

DUTIES  OF  Till-.  TREASURES 

The  treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys,  notes,  deeds, 
bonds,  mortgages,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  college.  He  shall  pay  out 
mone3T  only  as  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall 
keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
and  of  all  resources  and  liabilities  of  whatever  nature  belonging 
to  the  College,  which  books  of  record  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
at  all  times  by  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  by  Auditors 
properly  appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  provide  the  Board 
of  Directors  with  a  clear  financial  statement  at  the  time  of  each 
meeting  of  the  Board  and  at  any  other  time  when  called  upon  b\ 
the  Board  to  do  so. 

Article  X. 

DUTIES  OF  DIRECTORS 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  two  regular  meetings 
each  year,  one  at  the  time  of  the  animal  meeting  of  the  delegate 
body,  and  one  at  the  time  of  the  spring  vacation  of  the  college. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  whenever  necessary,  by  the  Chair- 
man and  Secretary,  or,  in  case  of  their  failure  or  refusal  to  do  so. 
such  meeting  may  be  called  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  control  and 
management  of  the  affairs  and  property  of  the  corporation  and 
may  appoint  and  fix  the  salaries  of  the  president  or  principal. 
professors,  tutors,  teachers  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  and  remove  them  at  pleasure;  and  may 
prescribe  the  course  of  study  to  be  observed  in  the  institution,  or 
any  department  thereof,  and  may  grant  such  Literary  honors  and 
degrees  as  are  usually  granted  by  the  like  institutions  and  give 
suitable  diplomas. 
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Article  XI. 

MANNER    OF    ELECTIONS 

All  officers  of  the  College  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 
Article  XII. 

QUORUM 

A  number  of  delegates  not  less  than  one-half  the  total  num- 
ber of  accredited  delegates  composing  the  Western  Advent  Chris- 
tian Publication  Association,  together  with  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of 
the  college. 

Article  XIII. 

AMENDMENT  TO   AR    ICLKS   OF   ASSOCIATION 

The  articles  of  Association  of  Aurora  College  may  be  altered, 
changed  or  amended  in  the  manner  now  or  hereafter  prescribed 
or  permitted  by  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  or  said  Ar- 
ticles may  be  altered,  changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  annual 
meeting  of  the  members  of  Aurora  College,  or  at  any  adjourned 
session  thereof,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  such 
meeting,  provided  notice  of  such  alteration,  change  or  amend- 
ment, setting  forth  in  full  the  proposed  change  shall  have  been 
published  in  Our  Hope  for  at  least  four  consecutive  weeks  im- 
mediately preceding  such  meeting.  A  certificate  of  such  changes 
as  may  be  adopted  at  such  meeting  shall  be  made  and  executed  by 
the  chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  College,  under  the  seal  of  the 
( College,  and  duly  acknowledged  before  an  officer  empowered  to 
take  acknowledgments,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Re- 
corder of  Deeds  in  which  the  original  certificate  was  recorded. 

Article  XIV.    ■ 

AMENDMENT   TO   BY-LA WS 

These  By-Laws  may  be  modified,  altered  or  amended  at  any 
regular  annual  meeting  of  the  delegate  body,  or  at  any  adjourned 
session  thereof,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present, 
without  previous  notice  having  been  given. 

AMENDMENTS 
Article  XV. 

THE  PERMANENT  ENDOWMENT  FUND 

Sec.  1.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  College  Corporation 
the  delegates  shall  designate  some  suitable  bank  or  Trust  Com- 
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pany  as  depository  and  agent  for  the  endowment  fund  of  the 
college  for  the  ensuing  year;  which  designation  may  be  revoked 
at  any  time  between  the  annual  meetings  of  the  corporation  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  which  event 
said  Board  shall  designate  some  other  bank  or  trust  company 
to  act  as  such  depository  and  agenl  until  the  next  ensuing  annual 
meeting  of  the  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  All  monies,  stocks,  bonds,  securities  and  other  pro- 
perty constituting-  and  being  a  part  of  the  permanent  endowment 
fund  of  the  college  shall,  upon  the  taking  effect  of  thisl  by-law, 
he  transferred  to  said  depository  and  agent  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  article,  and  all  monies,  stocks,  bonds,  securities  or 
other  property  which  may  at  any  time  hereafter  come  into  the 
hands  of  any  officer  of  the  college  as  a  part  of  its  permanent 
endowment  fund  shall,  immediately  upon  the  receipt  thereof  by 
such  officer,  be  transferred  and  set  over  to  said  depository  and 
agent ;  the  whole  of  such  monies,  stocks,  bonds,  securities,  and 
property  shall  constitute  the  permanent  endowment  fund  of  the 
college  and  shall  be  kept  and  invested  and  the  income  thereof 
shall  be  disbursed  in  the  manner  hereafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Said  depository  and  agent  shall  keep  said  endow- 
ment fund  invested  in  first  class,  high  grade,  interest  bearing, 
municipal.  State  or  County  bonds,  or  other  bonds  of  a  like  char- 
acter, oi'  shall  loan  the  same  upon  first  mortgage  on  farm  lands 
of  sufficient  value,  exclusive  of  the  improvements  thereon,  to 
amply  secure  the  repayment  thereof,  and  none  of  said  funds  shall 
at  any  time  be  loaned  or  invested  in  any  other  manner,  or  upon 
any  other  security,  than  above  expressly  authorized;  provided, 
however,  no  portion  of  said  fund  shall  ever  be  loaned  to  any 
officer  of  the  college;  and  provided  further,  that  no  loan  or  in- 
vestment of  any  of  said  funds  shall  ever  be  made  unless  such 
investment  or  loan  be  fiivt  approved  by  the  President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  of  the  college,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

No  portion  of  the  principal  of  said  endowment  fund  shall 
ever  be  expended  for  the  support,  maintainance,  or  up-keep  y)t' 
the  college  in  any  manner  whatever,  or  in  any  extension  or  addi- 
tions thereto,  or  in  the  payment  of  any  expenses  or  costs  incident 
to  the  making  of  such  loan  or  the  purchase  of  any  such  securities, 
or  the  management  of  said  fund,  or  as  compensation  for  the  ser- 
vices of  said  depository  and  agent,  nor  shall  the  same,  or  any  pari 
thereof,  be  expended  or  invested  in  any  other  manner  than  above 
expressly  authorized;  but  the  whole  of  said  fund  shall  forever  be 
maintained  as  a  permanenl   fund   for  said  College. 

Said  depository  shall  pay  the  incomes  from  said  fund  when 
and  as  received  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College  to  be  expended  by 
him  under  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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Sec.  4.  All  monies,  stocks,  bonds,  securities  and  other  pro- 
perty, constituting  or  being  a  part  of  said  endowment  fund  shall 
be  held  by  said  depository  and  agent  separate  and  distinct  from 
all  other  funds  of  said  depository  or  of  the  College,  and  shall,  al 
all  limes,  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  audit  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  College,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  cor- 
poration the  delegates  shall  appoint  an  auditing  committee,  con- 
sisting of  three  members,  no  one  of  whom  shall  be  an  officer  of  the 
college  or  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Said  committee 
shall  make  a  thorough  audit  of  said  fund  and  all  monies,  stocks. 
bonds,  securities  and  property  belonging  thereto  or  constituting 
;i  part  thereof,  and  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  before  its  adjournment. 
The  annual  meeting  may  order  such  change  in  the  investment  of 
said  endowment  fund  at  any  time  as  the  delegates  may  deem  ad- 
visable. 

Article  XVI. 

AMENDMENT   TO   ARTICLE   I    ON    MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  shall  be  extended  so  as  to  include  in  addi- 
tion to  those  already  specified  one  delegate  from  the  Young  Peo- 
ple's Society  of  Loyal  Workers  of  the  Middle  West  and  one  dele- 
gate from  the  General  Helpers'  Union  and  Central  Mission 
Branch. 
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
